Mailine Emrode Chemical Works against Ru- 
dolph Nemnick. The latter, who is a chem- 
jst of renown. contracted with the plaintiff 
to sell it a eecret preparation he had made, 
and not to. manufacture it himself or al- 
low others than the plaintiff to manufacture 
it in the United States in six years. It 
Was charged that the defendant, tn vioia- 
tion of this contract, had set up 4 business 
in New York to manufacture this prepa- 
ration shortly after the eale Lo the defend- 
ant. The plaintiff sued for damages and 
the defendant set up a defense “that the con- 
tract was vold because in restraint of 
trade. 

But the court holds that the defense ie 
not good because modern transportation 
facilities have annihilated time and distance 
and made it possible for a contract exclud- 
ing one from a whole country to be valid 
without inconvenlencing the public. It is 
declared by a court that the reasonableness 
Or unreasonableness of a restraint muet be 
determined by conditions and not by space 
and time. It is said that old rules on re- 
straining contracts is no longer applicable 
to present conditions, and that courts must 
now exercise a reasonable diecretion tn 
passing upon questions involving this point 
and decide them according to the necessi- 
ties which they prese nt.

COL. ROGERS OF PHILADELPHIA 
MAKES A PLAIN STATEMENT.

IS IN FAVOR OF TWO LEAGUES. 


He Is the First Member of the Na- 
tional Baseball Organization to 
Speak Out in Meeting. 


A 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 28.—Col. Rogers, 
in response to a request for his views on 
the reduction of the League circuit and the 
proposed new American Association, dictat- 
ed the following: 

“I disclaim all responsfbility for recent 
publications purporting to be interviews 
with me. While they contain some of my 
oft expressed opinions, they include others 
[ have always repudiated. 

“I am not an advocate of the lex talionis 
or of rts kindred adage, ‘The end justifies 
the means.’ Revenge is ignoble, and desired 
results had better fail of attainment of in- 
justice or oppression is a factor in the ef- 
fort. These axiomatic principles have ever 
dominated me, even when their application 
to baseball legslaton hhas been met by mis- 
representation, obloquy and threats. But a 
truce to the past and its offensive personal- 
ities. The problems of the present are be- 
fore us, and the paramount one is the re- 
duction of the National League membership 
from twelve to eight clubs. A tén-club cir- 
cuit, while occasionally spoken of, is, at its 
best, but a temporary makeshift, as in 1889, 
and not werthy of present consideration. 
The ideal number is eight, and only eight. 

“At the Indianapolis meeting in December, 
18391, Mr. Reach and I fought against con- 
solidation for two days after every one else 
had yielded to the majority. We then pre- 
dicted everything that'has since happened. 

‘Those predictions were chiefly: 

“1. That 12 clubs would make an unwieldy 
and, top-heavy organization, with an ex- 
pensive traveling circuit and prolonged ab- 
sence from thome grounds, and with too 
many tail-enders and non-drawing clubs. 

“2. That the partisanship evoked by the 
rivairy of twé associations of approximate 
equal strength was too important a money- 
maker to be banished from our business. 
It incited discussion in the newspapers, on 
the streets, in clubs and workshiene and 
wherever men do congregate, as to the rela- 
tive merits of the opposing teams, and the 
more frequent and discordant the debates 
and the more heated the partisans, the more 

idly and musically the ‘turnstlies 
clicked.’ 

3. That consolidation would crush parti- 
sanship and set up indifference in its stead. 
That consolidation would kill competition 
and rear monopoly on its-grave, out of 
which. ghost-like or phenix-like, hostile 
competition would rise ‘“‘threatening to de- 
vour.”’ 

We pointed to the great local rivalry be- 
tween the Philadelphia and Athlétic Ciubs 
and pleaded for its indefini® continuance, 
but were jiaughed at and told that; as we 
had had no experience in exclusive terri- 
torial control of our city, our theories and 
our fears as to what would follow such a 
monopoly were groundless and chimerical. 

Yet, I repeat, every prediction has been 
long since verified, and I doubt if any one 
familiar with baseball history now denies 
such verification. 

The important question at this time con- 
fronting us is, How can the National 
League reduce its club membership before 
the expiration of the 10 years’ agreement in 
December, 1917 The answer, in my opinion, 
iss Add four to the existing 12 clubs and 
equitably divide the 16 into two organiza- 
tions, distinct as regards officials and 
schedules, but under a central governing 
power, created by a revised national agree- 
ment, to avoid game conflicts and to settle 
quarrels about players, etc. 

The principal cities should be apportioned 
between both, and. where capable of sup- 
porting two clubs, as in Chicago and Phila- 
delphia, territory should be divided. 

An attempt to make one a minor league 
would prove abortive from the start. Nor 
is it difficult to arrange two playing cir- 
cuits, proportionately equalin drawing pow- 
er, as some critics imagine. The obstacles 
are not insurmountable. if fair dealing 
guides the work. The four clubs to be 
transferred to the new association—and I 
do not know which they should be—would 
acquiesce the more willingly and for less 
financial inducements, the stronger the cir- 
cuit of which they are to constitute one- 
half. The use of compulsory, or oppressive, 
much less confiscating measures, to effect 
such transfers, must not be considered for 
a moment. A fair committee should de- 
vise a fair circuit and make a fair adjust- 
ment of the money valuations of the in- 
equalities—if any—caused by such transfers. 

With two such major organizations, occu- 
pying territory approximately equal in 
drawing powers, and numerous’ minor 
leagues, headed by the Eastern and West- 
ern, under the palladium of a revised na- 
tional agreement, there is no vulnerable or 
weak spot on, or within, our frontiers, to 
tempt hostile assaults. But let the organ- 
ization be on any other lines, unequal, un- 
fair, lopsided or so, that one league shail 
be paramount in government or in territo- 
rial attractions, then monopoly, while de- 
=troying friendly competition, will certainly 
incite, if not invite the bitter rivalry of foe- 
men. 

Some such policy as I have outlined must 
be adopted two years hence. Why not an- 
ticipate the inevitable and experiment ft 
now”? It would, I believe, placate those now 
threatening to invade our territory by con- 
the acceptance of which some 
share, or else remove the 
excuse for their continued existence, In 
anv event it will be statesmanship to do 
now what we must do later on, and to so do 
it that it will merit the approval of honora- 
ble and fair minded men.

TOASTS WELL GUARDE 


GEN. MILES SAYS FORTS ARE IN 
GOOD CONDITION. 


EVERY PORT IS PROTECTED. 


Thinks the Country Should Have One 
Trained Soldier for Each 1000 
Inhabitants. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Gen. Miles, who 
has just returned from a long tour of in- 
spection in the far West and South, said 
to-night: 

“The fortifications along the Pacific 
Coast and the Gulf are in very good con- 
dition. The engineers have done good work. 
While the harbors are only partly pro- 
tected, it would not be safe for a hostile 
battleship or fleet to enter them now. Nore 
of the harbors is completely fortified. The 
four great harbors of the Pacifie Coast at 
which defensive works are being erected 
are Puget Sound, the mouth of the Colum- 
bia River, San Francisco and San Diego. 

“There are only enough artillerists sta- 
tioned on the coast to take care of the guns 
-——not enough to man them. The guns are 
great pieces of machinery and require very 
skilled artillerists to take care of them and 
to handta_them. More artillery is needed 
along the\entire coast of 4000 miles, in- 
cluding the} Atiantic, Pacific and Gulf. 

The gaffrisons were not sufficiently 
Strong atAhe posts I visited. This is due 
to the ct that most of the army is out 
of the country at present. Congress au- 
thorized a regular army of 65,000 men and 
30,000 men for the existing emergency. For 
a good many years I have been in favor of 
one soldier for every thousand of our peo- 
ple. I think 65,000 men should be skilled in 
the modern art of war and the use of mod- 
ern appliances. That would \be a very smal] 
number as compared with other armies of 
the world, but yet sufficiently large to keep 
abreast of the improvements in warfare 
which are being made. 

“Of course the size of the army should be 
to some extent commensurate with the pop- 
ulation and wealth and position of the 
Government. A country like Mexico would 
not require an army as large as that of 
Germany or Russia. Our country is nearly 
twice the size of Germany or France, and 
a small force of comparatively skilled, ed- 
ucated, trained soldiers would not only be 
wise and judicious, but would be in the in- 
terest of safety and good administration. 
The best illustration of disregarding the 
necessity and the welfare of a nation in 
this respect is China, which possesses the 
greatest population and has been repeatedly 
whipped and overrun and placed under in- 
demnity, and, in fact, her very existence 
is threatened at present, simply because 
she has become a nation of non-combat- 
ants.”’

Paralysis, produced by sudden fright, 
caused the removal of Mary Ann Jones of 
23 Wash street to the City Hospital Tues- 
morning. 

Mrs. Jones is 40 vears old. Her husband 
is dead and her only son has been away 
from home a long time. Monday evening 
a neighbor knocked at Mre. Jones’ door. 

“Your son is dead,”’ he said. “I saw his 
body on a slab at the Morgue among the 
unidentified bodies. this afternoon.”’ 

Sobbing wildly, the feeble old woma 
snatched up her pennet and hastened to 
the Morgue. How fast she went she does 
not know, but when she reached the dead 
house she was gasping for breath and a 
strange weakness nearly overcame her. 

“My boy! Show me my boy!” she cried 
to tne keeper. 

The covering was lifted from the corpse. 
Supported by the keeper, Mrs. Joes gazed 
wt the body. No familiar features met her 
eyes. It was not her son. Then her nerves 
gave way and, sinking on the flagstone, she 
offered a prayer of thanksgiving. 

When Mrs. Jones reached. her home she 
wae exhausted. The sympathetic neighbors 
Shared in the old lady's rejoicing and one 
kindly woman put her in bed before leav- 
ing the room. 

Tuesday morning this woman went to 
Mrs. Jones’ rooms. She found Mrs. Jones 
unable to move. She could only speak in 
a whisper. An ambulance took her to tne 
City Dispensary. There Dr. Albert Vogel 
carefully examined the patient and found 
that the left side of her body was pare. 
lyzed. Mrs. Jones was sent to the ty 
Hospital.

Mrs. Jones’ case is ar 
respect.
